14,091 Newspapers 


Increase of 129 Over Last 


Year, With 18 of Them 


in Texas 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—There were 


12 more newspapers published in the 
United States nnd Canada in 1934 than 
in the preceding year, according to. 
the 1935 edition of N. W. Aye & Son's 
Directory of Newspapers and Period- 
icals which will be released January 
1. Tills is in marked contrast with 
1933 which showed a loss of 212 com- 
pared with 1932. 


There are 14,091 newspapers in the 


United States and Canada, according 
to the directory. 
Of these 2,197 are 


dailies, an increase of 38, and 11.836 
are weeklies, semi-weeklies and tri- 
weeklies, an increase of 89. The re- 
mainder are of miscellaneous issues. 
The United States shows an increase; 
of 123 newspapers, of which 33 are j 
dailies, while Canada has nn increase; 
of six, of which five are daily publi- j 
cations.

The greatest gain is in the Southern :

BERLIN, Germany.— (/P) —A Nazi 


drive to wean Germans away from 
their foreign newspapers has bumped 
into stout resistance. 


Two staunch Storm Troop men—one 


a wine clerk, the other a Chamber of 
Commerce secretary—told canvassers 
for Nazi newspapers over the week- 
end that they preferred newspapers 
from abroad to the strictly-censored 
local organs. 


These cases were typical of the atti- 


tude of educated Germans in general: 
Either they subscribed 
for Swiss, 


French or English newspapers or they 
frequent cafes where foreign newspa- 
pers are kept on file. 


"I learn what's going on in Germany 


about 14 days after things have hap- 
pened," one Chicago Abendspost with 
its dispatches from Berlin." 


Minister of Propaganda Paul Joseph 


Goebels complete gag on the German 
press has led to such an influx of for- 
eing newspapers as wes never seen be- 
fore establishment of the Third Reich. 
The leading circulation of Swiss and 
other foreign newspapers is giving 
Nazi authorities real concern, the 
Deutsche Wochensau said.

Discussing land utilization and pol- 


icy in a report to the president, the 
board said: 


"We now find ourselves faced with 


the necessity of readjusting our eco- 
nomic system and the outlook for 
land requirements to the relatively 
ealry prospect of a stationary popula- 
tion, due mainly to the virtual cessa- 
tion of immigration and the rapid de- 
cline of the birth rate." 


During the next 25 years, the board 


looks for an increase of 15,000,000 to 
17,000,000, or no more than the gain 
in the single decade of 1920 to 1930. 
It said there, would be little increase 
in population after I960 and that 10 
years later the trend would bcin the 
opposite direction. 


Because of immigration changes and 


"other factors" the board said the 
proportion of persons over CO years old 
would nearly double in the next 25 
years, with the numbers of persons 
under 20 falling off in just about as 
great number.

Mortgages Up to 10 Mil- 
lions Can Be Safeguar- 


ecl Under Act 


Supplementing the broad program of 


the Federal Housing Administration 
for stimulating the 
construction of 


new homes through insurance of home 
mortgages, is the provision of the Na- 
tional Housing Act permitting insur- 
ance up to $10,000,000 of mortgages on 
low-cost housing projects. 
The Fed- 


eral Housing Administration intends 
to see that such loans meticulously 
meet all requirements of sound busi- 
ness practice. 


These developments must measure j 


up to the same standards and show ' 
the same economic soundness that is I 
being required in insured loans 
t>nj 


dwellings. 
! 


The basic test for determining the ; 


insurability of a mortgage on a low 
cost housing project will bo the social, 
as well as the economic stability of the 
project. The buildings which pass the 
test will be both livable and durable. 
Moreover, they 
will be situated in 


communities where the social trends 
are wholesome. Splendid buildings in 
a moribund neighborhood will not do 
Cheaper but substantial housing in a

Preference also will be given to pro-

Buildings 


constructed with a view to reducing 
depreciation to a minimum

keep the cost of maintenance at the 
lowest level will naturally be looked 
upon with favor.

In the insurance of loans land prices 


will be thoroughly gone into. 
Ex- 


cessive prices, the test being value 
.for' housing 
purposes, are banned, 


since to make a going concern of any 
housing project built upon such land

Enclosed 
entrances are excellent 


places to remove rubbers covered with 
rain, snow or mud, so that the floors 
are not tracked up. Also, they are 
excellent places to shake snow off 
clothing and hats and to store drip- 
ping umbrellas. 


When designed and constructed as 


an integral part of the building, they 
are eligible for insured modernization 
loans under the National Housing Act. 
They are easily and speedily con- 
structed, and are a valuable asset 
during unfavorable climatic conditions.

The most striking contrast between

Thousands of the older houses that 


line the elm shaded avenues in cities 
and suburbs have excess capacity, ac- 
cording to present-day standards. Be- 
cause the yare soundly built and well- 
located, few arc ready to be scrapped. 
Many owners are converting the rooms 
that are not needed into usable space. 
Often it is an extra bathroom or two 
that is urgently required in the older 
houses.

There are various spaces that may 


he successfully converted into bath- 
rooms. Sometimes an unused hall end 
or a large clothes closet will be ample 
in size to accommodate the necessary 
plumbing fixtures. Often if there isn't 
room for a tub, a shower stall will 
suffice, and will meet with the en- 
thusiastic approval of 
the

generation. 


Bedrooms, too. may converted into 


bathrooms. Many of the older houses 
have huge bedrooms with so much 
room to spare that space enough for 
a bathroom and clothes closet may be 
obtained.
